DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 -4, there is no prior art of record that teaches a bonding member being at 
periphery of LC panel's effective display section, being provided at the frame part of the 
area where said first and second glass substrates are overlapped, and being moreover 
narrower than said frame part. 

Miyazal<i (as cited in IDS) discloses a bonding member at frame part however 
fails to teach the bonding member narrower than the frame part (see fig. 5). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
